Mr. Thomas Reid, Liberal member for New 
Westminster, was ruled out by the Speaker 
when tried to introduce in the House of 
Commons a bill to monetize silver.

The 
public, parents particularly 
should be educated along these 
lines and shown just how im- 
portant it is to safeguard the 
health of their children in this 
way. In this day and age, with 
free clinics, there is no reason 
why every person, young and old, 
should not be vaccinated for 
smallpox.”

DR. HAROLD ORR, medical fac- 


ulty, University of A'berta: 
“There is no doubt in my mind 
that compulsory vaccination 


would practically eliminate small- 
pox. However, there is another 
angle to the question, Compul- 
sion is alright, but it often has a 
psychologically detrimental effect 
on people. You'll often find them 
violently opposed to something 
for no other reason than that 
they are told they have to do it 
No. I think it’s better to educate 
them by informing them of the 
benefits of vaccination The 
more intelligent people will take 
the treatment; the others will 
have to take their chances.” 


DR. WALTER MORRISH, well- 
known physician and_ school 
trustee: “I'm very interested in 
this particular question and was 
responsible for the school board 
making a survey in this connec- 
tion. It has been reported that 
during the last seven years about 
one-half of the school population

I believe the 
treatment should be compulsory, 
for the well-being of the state is 
much more important than the 
rights of the individual.”

from outside countries and can 
never cause a widespread epi- 
demic. I am strongly of the opin- 
ion that a similar measure should 
be adopted here.”
